SHARP rise in steel prices, following the blunt statement on new car deliveries 
A last week, has made the past fortnight a realistic one. For this journal does 
not feel that it is possible to criticize the rise in the price of steel in spite of its 

inevitable effect of a corresponding rise in the price of goods using steel, amongst 
which the car is notable. When a raw material of such basic importance is scarce 
it is logical to increase its price, in order to discourage waste and promote the utmost 
efficiency in its utilization, as well as manufacturing economies elsewhere in order 
to avoid a prohibitive rise in the price of the product vis-a-vis those of its competitors. 
The search for cheaper substitutes is also stimulated, and although nothing at the 
moment satisfactorily replaces steel in car manufacture there must be replacements 
for this vital raw material in many of the uses to which it is at present put. 

Overseas car buyers, and those who order cars in this country, cannot be expected 
to welcome the increases, for to them a further round of surcharges on new car 
prices is evidence only of the still rising cost of living. None the less, many 
economists maintain that British exports could well stand an all-round price increase, 
and if a further section of home buyers is now deprived of the chance of car owner- 
ship by price increases, that is logical enough in present circumstances of supply. 

We do not pretend that these facts are any other than hard and unpleasamt, but 
our readers will at least grant that this journal has been consistent in refusing to sub- 
scribe to the belief that a golden era lay just round the corner once the war was 
won. Rock bottom for this nation must be near, nevertheless, and we share the 
optimism expressed recently by the chairman of the biggest car manufacturers in this 
country when he referred to this nadir of post-war economic life. “I believe,” he 
said, “that when this point is reached the British workman—and that means all of 
us—will take off his coat and really get down to it.” 


Black Spots and Railings 


OTORISTS will be forgiven a certain cynical amusement at the publicity 

that has greeted the announcement that just over one million pounds from 

the Road Fund are to be spent this year on the removal of accident black 
spots. It is nice to learn that one of the many millions paid over the years in the 
form of special taxation is to be utilized for its intended purpose. 

Frankly, however, the gesture can be regarded only as an earnest of good inten- 
tions, for the sum involved is pathetically small. That does not make its spending 
any less welcome, however, for we believe that the return in the saving of life more 
than balances any road expenditure. Professor Harry Jones’ estimate of the 
economic cost of road accidents is a fair proof of that, and the precise and able 
exposition on the economic cost of motorways which was prepared by Mr. C. T. 
Brunne: goes further in showing that these would be paid for in financial saving on 
reduced delays even while they were being built. 

The fact that extension of the “courtesy cop” patrols is being considered at the 
same time as the black spots are to be attacked shows that the work of the Road 
Research Laboratory safety section, of the Chief Constable of Lancashire in the pre- 
war years, and that of the one-time County Surveyor of Oxfordshire, is getting the 
Ministerial recognition that it has long deserved. Yet we would call attention to 
another practical experiment that has worked, and that is the railing-in of the 
Glasgow-Edinburgh main road as it passes through the village of Harthill, in Lanark- 
shire. The local police data on subsequent casualities is most revealing. 

Pedestrians are the most vulnerable road users in the face of wheeled traffic, and 
it is only common sense to segregate them wherever possible. Railings are cheap 
and effective, and it is the greatest pity that their widespread provision is unpopular 
with practically every class of citizen whom they are intended to benefit

vehicles are continuously confronted with situations which 
demand a higher standard of skill arid judgment than any- 
one can reasonably expect. Fortunately there are research 
workers equipped with scientific instruments who are re- 
lentlessly documenting the inadequacy of our roads and 
showing how they create situations where accidents are 
bound to happen. 

Several papers reporting the valuable work which is being 
done by the Road Research Laboratory of the Depattment 
of Scientific and Industrial Research have already been re- 
viewed in The Autocar. The latest, entitled Skidding and 
the Slippery Road, has recently been presented by C. G. 
Giles, B.Sc., to the Institution of Engineers and Shipbuilders 
in Scotland. It records investigations into the effects of 
vehicle, tyre and road surface characteristics on skidding 

Data on the relative slipperiness of various road surfaces 
have been accumulated over a period of years by tests on 
a motor cycle and sidecar running with the sidecar wheel 
out of line. The wheel, which has a special smooth tyre, 
is usually set at an angle of 18 deg to the direction of travel 
and a linkage records the side force necessary to maintain 
the wheel in this position, which varies according to the 
friction between tyre and road. The ratio of side force to 
the load on the wheel is called the sideway force coefficient 

Recently an alternative method of evaluation has been 
used, consisting of locked wheel braking. A motor vehicle 
is driven on to the test surface at about 30 m.p.h., and the 
brakes are applied for a second hard enough to lock all 
four wheels and make them skid. The skidding resistance 
of the surface is measured with a decelerometer. Tyre 
tread pattern complicates the results, but tests using a vehicle 
with special smooth tyres showed a close relationship be- 
tween th: locked-wheel retardations and the sideway force 
coefficient measured on the skidding machine (Fig. 1). It 
has thus been possible to establish a correlation factor and, 
from the measurements on the skidding machine, to deduce 
the distance which a vehicle with locked wheels would skid 
on the same surface. The results can then be presented 
in a form which is more widely understood. 

Of the many factors that affect friction between tyre and 
road, the condition of the surface, that is, whether it is dry, 
wet or icy, is by far the most important. Typical results 
illustrating the effects of different surface conditions are 
shown in Fig. 2. For all practical purposes clean, dry roads 
are non-skid, regardless of surface, and the results vary little 
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with the speed of the vehicle so long as the tyre is rotating 
freely. The caSe of a tyre which is being braked on a dry 
road has been studied in detail by H. Zipkes, in Switzer- 
land, who points out that heat generated in the contact area 
when the wheel locks may eventually be sufficient to melt 
either the tyre tread itself or the binder in the road sur- 
face, so that it acts as a lubricant. This causes the black 
skid marks characteristic of skids on dry roads and con- 
siderably increases the stopping distance. 

On dry roads covered with loose grit or dust, the friction 
is reduced owing to a kind of ball-bearing action, and here 
again the speed of the vehicle has little effect on the results. 
The nature of the grit itself is important, small angular 
material giving a better grip than large rounded particles. 
On a gritty road the coefficient does not change very much 
between the wet and dry condition, and for this reason grit 
can sometimes be used successfully as a temporary expedient 
to reduce slipperiness on wet surfaces. 

Although all road surfaces are reasonably non-skid when 
dry, this is far from being true when they are wet, and side- 
way force coefficients at 30 m.p.h. have been found to cover 
all values between 0.9 and 0.05. Fig. 3 includes four typical 
curves showing how the grip can vary with speed on differ- 
ent wet surfaces. One represents a road which is little 
affected by water. The remainder are affected in varying 
degrees and the grip is reduced as the speed rises. 

The significance of these coefficients in relation to the 
possibiliry of skidding cannot be assessed without taking 
into account the effect of such factors as road layout, the 
speed and concentration of vehicles, and the kind of 
manceuvres drivers are likely to make, since these factors 
determine the magnitude of the forces which must be 
resisted by friction between tyre and road. Good brakes on 
a dry road should give an efficiency of at least 80 per cent. 
Normally, however, such braking is not called for except in 
emergency, and if used without warning could injure the 
occupants of the vehicle. 

Tests with recording decelerometers have shown that in 
normal driving it was only once in about 200 times that the 
driver used a deceleration as high as about 40 per cent. It 
follows, where the braking effort is correctly distributed over 
the wheels of the vehicle, that ordinary requirements would 
be met. by a minimum friction coefficient of about 0.4 
between tyres and road. This would probably also meet 
normal cornering requirements. 

Brakes are not always in correct adjustment, and on wet 
surfaces the braked wheels may lock, provoking a skid 
before sufficient deceleration is obtained. 

Mr. Giles concludes that the road engineer should pro- 
duce surfaces upon which the friction coefficient between 
tyre and road is at least 0.4 at the designed speed of the road 
and at any time during the life of the surfacing. This figure 
is equivalent to a skidding distance with locked wheels of 
60ft from 30 m.p.h.

Fig. 4 shows the results of surface tests made over 
different lengths of present-day roads and emphasizes that 
although the greater part of the mileage meets the minimum 
wet weather friction requirements suggested by Mr. Giles, 
there are considerable stretches which do not conform, and 
short distances of extremely slippery road where accidents 
are highly probable. These charts also illustrate the con- 
siderable overall variation in skidding performance in wet 
weather between the best and worst examples, which is one 
of the most difficult problems the driver has to face. The 
table above tells the story in detail. 

The case against wood blocks is even stronger than it 
would appear from the table, for the tests quoted were made 
on a newly laid surface. Three months later, the minimum 
skidding distance on this stretch of road in wet weather had 
increased to 105ft from 30 m.p.h 

The table shows that with the exception of stone setts, 
wood blocks, cast iron paving, rubber blocks and rock and 
mastic asphalts without precoated chippings a high resis- 
tance to skidding, that is, distances of the order of 30 to 40ft 
from 30 m.p.h., have been obtained on all other types of 
surfaces. The table also shows, however, that even with 
surfaces that are generally looked upon as being non-skid, bad 
examples have been found. This introduces the problem of 
surface texture and the variations produced by wear and 
weather. Many surfaces give worse results in summer than 
in winter and most experienced drivers know that roads are 
particularly slippery after a summer shower. Possible 
factors which come to mind are the deposit of gum from 
overhanging trees and the fact that vehicles tend to drop 
more oil on the road in summer than in winter. 

But why is there this widespread decline in skidding 
resistance when the surface becomes wet in summer or 
winter? All clean, dry surfaces show high coefficients of 
friction with rubber tyres, so the factor responsible for 
lowering the friction in wet weather must be the water film,

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which tends to impede direct contact between tyre and road 
and acts as a lubricant. The load on the tyre will thus be 
supported partly by direct contact with the road surface 
ind partly by the film. The greater the time of tyre contact, 
the greater the friction between tyre and road. At low speeds 
the contact time will be long, allowing the water to be dis- 
placed. As the speed increases the expulsion of water will 
become less complete and so the ‘friction will be reduced. 
This aspect of the problem was examined by R. N. J. Saal, 
who reported a laboratory investigation into the slipperiness 
of roa s as long ago as 1936. He deduced a mathematical 
formula for the speed with which a smooth-treaded tyre will 
fall through a water film on to a smooth surface. 


Squeegee Effect 


It is known that on a well-drained road during and after 
rain the thickness of the water film in a typical instance may 
vary between 0.02 and 0.002 inches. Using Saal’s formula 
Mr. Giles showed that the film thickness at first decreases 
rapidly, but when the film becomes thin the rate of decrease 
becomes so slow that with a contact time of 0.01 sec, 
equivalent to a speed of 30 m.p.h., the film would not be 
reduced to j:ss than one or two thousandths of an inch. In 
other words, if these were the only factors involved there 
would be no dry contact between tyre and road at 30 m.p.h. 
Clearly, then, some other factors must come into play. The 
analysis is interesting, however, in illustrating that the initial 
expulsion of liquid is so rapid that big differences in the 
initial thickness of the water film are of small importance. 
This is found to be so in practice. 

The speed with which the tyre breaks through the water 
film to make contact with the road is, of course, increased 
by two factors, the texture of the surface and the tread of the 
tyre, both of which reduce the distance that the water film 
must travel and provide drainage channels into which it can 
escape. From this it might be supposed that rough, coarse- 
grained surfaces would all give better coefficients of friction 
than smooth or fine-grained surfaces. This is not universally 
true and Mr. Giles suggests that “As long as there are 
differences in skid-resisting properties of different road sur- 
faces their appearance when wet should, as far as possible, 
provide the motorist with a reliable guide to their perform- 
ance.” - He shows that the mysterious factor which causes 
these wide variations in friction, irrespective of the drainage 
afforded, is the shape of the projections which make up the 
surface. Provided that the projections have the requisite 
degree of sharpness it is immaterial whether they are large- 
scale ones similar to those in a rough, coarse-grained surface 
or small ones as in a rough fine-grained surface. Each type 
of surface, given projections of the right shape should be 
capable of giving a high resistance to skidding. 

Apart from speeding the expulsion of the water film, sharp 
projections will of ccurse, bite more readily into the surface 
of the tyre and experiments have shown that the sharper 
the projections the higher the friction coefficient 

To study the effects of tyre-tread patterns, wet-weather 
braking tests with locked wheels were made on eight sections 
of road (four with rough coarse-grained surface textures and 
four with smooth- or fine-grained surface textures) using a 
vehicle to which ten different sets of new tyres were fitted 
in turn. The results are summarized in Fig. 5, from which 
it will be seen that with smooth-treaded tyres the retarda- 
tion on all surfaces is numerically equal to the sideway force 
coefficient. With patterned treads, however, the relationship 
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Skids Are Caused: continued 
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between retardation and the sideway force coefficient de- 
pends to a large extent upon the texture of the road surface. 
On a smooth, fine-grained surface, with little or no inherent 
drainage, patterned treads are appreciably better than 
smooth tyres, but on the rougher surfaces, smooth tyres seem 
to give better results. The explanation seems to be that 
on rough surfaces, where the drainage is already adequate, 
nothing is gained by introducing additional drainage in the 
tyre. In fact, the reduction in contact area may slightly 
reduce the friction between tyre and road. 

The highway engineer, if given the money, can now 
eliminate surfaces which are slippery in wet weather. He 
should try to lay surfaces which maintain the same character- 
istics throughout their life and show the minimum variation 
between wet and dry. 

The vehicle builders’ contribution consists of producing 
vehicles which are naturally stable, with brakes that are even 
in action and maintain their adjustment over long periods. 
There is an advantage in vehicles which understeer rather 
than oversteer and the work of Olley is quoted to show that 
when an understeering vehicle is deflected from a straight 
path, the centrifugal force generated opposes the original side 
force, tending to right the vehicle; whereas with an over- 
steering vehicle the centrifugal force supplements the 
original force, tending to increase the initial deflection. 

The driver, on whom the main burden of responsibility 
will continue to fall, can contribute by maintaining his brakes 
in good adjustment and using tyres with a good.tread. 
The driver who thinks ahead can usually avoid violent 
acceleration, braking or steering movements which generate 
forces tending to break down the grip between tyre and road. 
He should also watch his tyre pressures, as incorrect pres- 
sures can produce oversteering tendencies in a vehicle which 
does not normally have them. He should watch for sudden 
changes in surface and beware of those that look smooth 
and shiny. He should also try to get some practice in 
correcting skids.

tion, a replacement engine was obtained 
recently from the works and flown out 
to a disabled car.

Garages abroad vary as regards both 
efficiency and cost, so choose one which 
looks as if it will install the engine with 
care, and make contact with the engine 
on its arrival at the airfield in order 
to be assured that the customs routine 
works.

With smaller components both the 
R.A.C. and the A.A. can send replace- 
ments by air provided that the exact 
description of the part required is sent 
to them in London, together with the 
exact location of the car; the message 
should be written out and carefully 
studied before transmission, as most 
sentences in English seem to have at 
least three meanings. A spare parts 
list is invaluable, as the same term may 
have two or three different meanings 
for two or three different firms, while 
the part mumber .is watertight as a 
reference. 

Do not order until the full extent of 
the damage has been ascertained by a 
competent person after detailed inspec- 
tion, or you may be stranded fo: some 
small part that gets overlooked. The 
A.A. prefers to have the make and year 
of manufacture in the distress message; 
but give every detail that might help, 
anyway, and telephone if possible, as 
telegrams are sometimes distorted in 
transmission. Confirm afterwards by 
letter or telegram. Again, remember 
to bring the damaged part, whatever it 
is, back home. 

But suppose the car is badly dam- 
aged or the cost of the work on it 
is prohibitively high—something that 
must be discovered before planning 
what to do, as garages are a mite sus- 
picious of wandering British with very 
little money. Both A.A. and R.A.C. 


can arrange for return by slow goods 
train to the port of embarkation, 
the cost to be charged in this country. 
In that case, the best thing to do is to 
telephone the nearest Channel port 
agent in France giving the exact loca- 
tion of the car; then arrange that the 
papers are sent to him together with 
the car tickets. There is a section of 
the carnet declaring that the car is 
now irreparable, which must be signed. 

Alternatively, having arranged for 
transport of the car, you can take the 
papers when you go by train and hand 
them over to the port agent yourself 
provided you arrive before the car. 

If the machine is in a country to leave 
which it will have .o cross land fron- 
tiers, the papers must remain with the 
machine, as they must also if the car, 
being in some garage remote from the 
railway, may be there for some time. 


Forestall the Light-fingered 


Everything that can be removed from 
the car and brought home separately 
should be removed, and a list made of 
all other equipment in detail, so that the 
whole can be insured against loss or 
theft; the equipment should include 
everything casy to extract. Take out 
the insurance locally, and notify the 
port agent of any personal luggage 
which has to be left with the car. Do 
not, of course, lock the doors.

Sound Effects 

l is commonly believed amongst 

the more imaginatively inclined 
motorists that the car runs better after 
a clean, and I must say that I am 
not sure that it is all imagination. My 
car was sounding somehow different 
on a recent Friday night; the engine 
note was harder than usual, valve gear 
seemed to make a more metallic clatter 
than ever, and I wondered whether I 
had a tappet which was much more 
slack than I had suspected, or could 
hear when the engine was idling.

Black Spots 


A MENDED _ regulations governing 
/ zebra crossings, and a special Treas- 
iry grant of £1 million from the Road 
Fund to aid measures for road safety, were 
announced by the Government spokesman 
n the House of Commons recently 

The debate arose when a Labour 
Member called attention to road accidents 
He referred to “the terrible toll of the 
road,” suggesting that, in the interests of 
safety, ten yards on either side of zebra 
crossings there should be a white line 
across the road or two signs indicating 
the approach to a crossing. They should 
ensure that fifty yards on either side of 
every zebra crossing the road had a non- 
kid surface 

The new zebra crossings were a 
lefinite improvement on the Belisha cross 
ngs, but immediate steps should be taken 
to light them at night in built-up areas 
Where these crossings were more than 


30 feet wide, particularly on the mau

They would be 
designed to provide for four things: first, 
greater tolerance the prescribed mark 
ings to cover crossings of irregular shape, 
such as those at bell-mouthed junctions; 
secondly, an amended description of the 
markings to allow mo > berween the 
rows of studs and the enc the stripes

power to the Minister to authorize wider 
crossings in certain cases; and, fourthly, 
the exemption of bicycles from the pro- 
hibition of waiting imposed on vehicles 
within 45 feet of a crossing. The drafting 
of the necessary regulations was now 
completed and they would be laid before 
the House at an early date. 


Economy First 


The present need for economy in invest- 
ment and Government expenditure meant 
that they could not afford to spend on 
physical safety measures anything 
approaching what they would like to 
spend. In spite of those difficulties, the 
Minister had managed to obtain the 
Chancellor’s agreement to inclusion in the 
Estimates to be submitted to Parliamen: 
very shortly of just over £1 million to be 
spent from the Road Fund in the coming 
financial year for the purpose of provid- 
ng small schemes of special benefit to 
road safety. Taken together with rate 
borne expenditure, this should enable a 
total amount of £14 million to be incurred 
on such schemes in 1952-3. They would 
oncentrate on schemes designed to 
remedy black accident spots, and they 
would be designed to obtain the quickest 
returns for the outlay. That was the first 
me they had been able to obtain fund 
solely for the purpose of cleaning up the 
black spots. 

As regards maintenance of vehicles, 
the average age of vehicles was much 
heavier now than pre-war, and, however 
carefully vehicles were maintained, it 
seemed likely that the risk of accidents 
was greater than if they had been replaced 
by new and modern successors. Increased 
nspection would require more skilled 
manpower than was at present available. 
and consideration on these lines must be 
put on one side while the rearmament 
programme was in progress. He would 
remind vehicle owners of their duty in 
this respect, and, in particular, of the 
maintenance of their brakes in proper 
condition.

THE MASTERPIECE IN OILS 
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New Telescopic Damper 


A NOVEL SYSTEM OF RECUPERATION AVOIDS 


“FROTHING” AND GIVES

undergoing road tests, although it is em- 
phasized that it is not at present in pro- 
duction. It is a hydraulic damper in 
effect and it contains a special working 
fluid consisting of a solution of uncured 
synthetic rubber in mineral oil. This fluid 
is of the consistency of uwreacle. Fyrther- 
more, the system of recuperation prevents 
any Soseibility of frothing of the working 
fluid. 

Formed of extruded light alloy tube 
having a ribbed outer surface, the casing 
is ex to the air. The high heat 
conductivity of the alloy and the large 
cooling surface presented by the ribs com 
bine to dissipate the heat of operation 
rapidly, while the ribs also add to the 
stiffness ef the casing. In this casing 
slides a piston formed integrally with a 
piston rod as a high tensile steel forging 
The top of the piston rod is screwed into 
a conventional eye fitting to take a rubber 
bush for attachment of the damper to 
the chassis. A spring flap valve rests on 
each face of the piston, being secured by 
Seager circlips. The upper flap valve is of 
large diameter, and when the piston de 
scends on bump it uncovers holes in the 
piston through which the working fluid 
passes. An annular groove in the top face 
of the piston has a bleed hole leading 
from it through the piston, and this hole 
is uncovered by the lower flap valve when 
the piston rises on rebound, so allowing 


fluid to pass. 


CONSISTENT OPERATION 


A screwed cap through which passes 
the piston rod contains a special seal and 
forms the top of the casing. The seal is 
a conical washer of synthetic rubber with 
circumferential teeth in the hole through 
which the piston rod slides. It bears 
against the coned inner face of the cap 
and against a coned metal collar which is 
held up to it by three springs of pre- 
determined strength held in a retaining 
collar. This retaining collar is received 
on a shoulder formed in the casing and 
when the cap is screwed into place the 
springs are compressed to half their free 
length and apply pressure to the seal 
On _ rebound—that is, on the up stroke— 
additional pressure is applied to the re- 
taining collar and so to the seal. 

At the bottom of the casing there is 
inserted a bush with a hemispherical re- 
cess, which also abuts against a shoulder 
There is a bleed hole through this bush 
and the bottom cap also has a hemispheri- 
cal recess. In the spherical cavity thus 
formed is placed a synthetic rubber ball 
which contains air under a pressure of 
between 7 and 14lb per sq in 


Action in Service 


The action is as follows: On bump— 
that is, on the downstroke of the piston— 
the amount of the piston rod within the 
casing increases and an equivalent amount 
of working fluid passes through the bleed 
hole and deforms the rubber ball. On 
rebound, as the piston rises, the com- 
pressed air in the rubber ball causes the 
ball to resume its spherical shape, and in 
so doing it forces the working fluid back 
through the bleed hole into the working 
chamber of the damper. As the air is not 
free and in contact with the working 
fluid, but is contained within the rubber 
ball, there is no frothing; the damper 
when assembled is completely filled with 
the working fluid. As a result it is to be 
expected that the action of the damper 
will remain consistent. Also it will func- 
tion in any position on the car and could, 
if desired, evén be fitted in an inverted 
position. 

The bottom cap also has a conventional 
eye fitting formed integrally with it, and 
the piston rod is.protected from dust and 
mud by a rubber bellows secured to a 
flange on the top eye fitting and extend- 
ing to the top of the ribbed casing. It 
should also be noted that the working 
chamber can be of large diameter, be- 
cause it is not surrounded by a recuperat- 
ing chamber. Therefore it is possible to 
provide an internal diameter of 1.Sin, 
and a swept volume which may be as 
much as 3} times that of telescopic dam- 
pers of normal type. Also, owing to the

EALIZING that there are few hills 
in the Hertford area, the North

to the test figures will show. The Allard does not have the 
degree of silence and smoothness of some cars; however, 
this is perhaps of little importance to the enthusiast in- 
terested chiefly in performance. It is well to remember that 
this car is one of the very few that will do a genuine mean 
maximum speed of over one hundred miles an hour, without 
very favourable conditions such as a down grade and a 
following wind. It also has flashing acceleration (0 to 90 
m.p.h. in well under half a minute), a quality often lacking 
on some cars geared to attain a high maximum. In spite of 
its large capacity the engine does not possess the degree of 
flexibility associated with its type, as it is designed to give 
extra urge at the top end; gear boxes on sports cars are, 
after all, there to be used. 

One very experienced driver remarked after a brief run 
in the car that it was the fastest thing up to 90 that 
he could remember for a very long time. The quality of 
good acceleration cannot be too highly stressed, as it applies 
to the whole speed range and can be used whenever the car 
is driven. On one run, for example, a 48 m.p.h. average 
was recorded for a distance of well over 100 miles without

ever showing more than 75 on the speedometer, and includ- 
ing several built-up areas. 

The name Allard and hill-climbing go together in the 
sporting world, and it is not surprising to find that the hill- 
climbing powers of this car are very much above average 
It is an understatement to say that all main-road hills can 
be taken on top gear; in fact, some of the steeper variety 
such as Sunrising, a Cotswolds area trials hill in earlier times 
(1 in 6} gradient), was climbed without changing down. 
Gear changing by means of the remote control lever is not 
quite as positive as some of its kind, and the lever could with 
advantage be placed farther rearward to avoid the driver 
having to reach so far forward, especially if he has to use 
the full range of seat adjustment to accommodate himself. 
The clutch, designed to deal with lots of willing horses, is 
heavier than most and neat footwork is necessary for a 
smooth take-off 


The fiy-off hand brake is very effective, although the lever 
is quite short; positioned as it is to the front and a little 
to the left of the gear lever, it can be operated more easily 
by the passenger than the driver. Although this would 
perhaps be of little importance on an average touring car 
where such a brake is chiefly used for parking, the fact that 
a fly-off type is fitted may be taken to indicate that the 
component is intended as a service brake. 

The K2 is a car that takes some little time to get to know 
thoroughly, and this is perhaps in part because of its near- 
vintage characteristics, not frequently found today but 
longed for by some enthusiasts. The suspension is firm 
but not to the point of being harsh, although even the more 
mild forms of Belgian pavé could be felt. A weight distri- 
bution such as this car has considerably assists getting off 
the mark quickly with the minimum of wheelspin, yet this 
is perhaps offset in part by loss of directional stability at high 
speeds brought about by the tendency for the car to over- 
steer.

HE journey from London to Cape 

Town of Mr. G. C. Hinchliffe and

A New High Speed Bentley 


CONTINENTAL SPORTS SALOON HAS A MAXIMUM OF OVER 120 MPH. 


N announcement has just been 
made in America regarding the 
special high-speed version of the 

Mark VI Bentley which has been under 
development for some time. This car, 
to be known as the Bentley Continental 
sports saloon, is now going into production 
in very limited numbers and will be 
reserved exclusively for export. 

7 chassis is the normal Bentley 
Mark VI with the larger engine of 4,566 c.c. 
introduced last year, but various modifica- 
tions, including changes in 
induction and exhaust manifolds, com- 
pression ratio and gear ratios, have con- 
siderably improved both power output and 
performance. 

The coachwork is a close-coupled two- 
door four-seater saloon built by H. J. 
Mulliner and Co., Ltd. It is panelled in 

@ aluminium, and a considerable amount of 
light alloy is used in the construction, 
profiting from the experience gained on 
the lightweight Bentley. coupé shown by 
Mulliner at Earls Court two years ago. 
A considerable amount of weight is saved 


and the Continental saloon weighs approxi- 
mately 3.700Ib compared with 4,070Ib, 
which is the figure for the standard four- 


door saloon in trim. 

Considerable attention has been given 
to drag reduction both in the general 
form of the vehicle and in detail equi 
ment. It will be noticed, yt - 4 
that the dummy filler cap and winged B 
mascot have been climinated from the 


radiator shell. Im the course of develop- 
ment work last year the car did an officially 
certified lap at M at an average

WILD WINTER 


A STORMY WEEKEND ROUND THE 
RUCGED TIP OF ENCLAND 


OMETIMES the sun blazes down on thousands of 

holiday makers who throng Cornwall in a good 

“ season.” Gemstines Gee Guam of tie cual aoe 
are a*jumble of colour, carpeted with bathers and paddlers 
and every shade of tan. These are the occasions when the 
wise Cornwall motorist lays up his car—and looks forward 
to the autumn, winter and spring. He fears the uninitiated 
visitor on Cornish roads even more than the corner-happy 
resident. Sometimes the wild flowers fight with cach other 
for pride of place in the sun. But sometimes Cornwall is 
a very different place.” 

The sun may still be kind, if not hot. The scores of little 
bays are still there, and the tortuous roads demand a respect 
approaching awe. But in place of the riotous colours, 
warmth and calm seas are screaming winds, tortured trees

But, before we had been long watching the wreck withstand- 
ing its beating, rain was picked up by the wind and flung in 
our faces like hailstones in a storm. Heads down, we raced 
for the car, pausing, bent double under the wall of the coast- 
guard property, to get our breath on the way. 

From Pendeen the route through St. Ives seemed a natural 
conclusion for our circular tour, and here again the narrow 
streets helped to underline the hazards of motoring in Corn- 
wall in the season. The bays were delightful, but most 
impressive was the huge wall of sand which completely 
covered two storeys of the houses surrounding the lesser 
known bay at the rear of the town. Up this was blowing 
the spume from the sea, like small handfuls of cotton-wool 
I heard that a small fortune would be required to have all 
the sand moved.

64034.}—I read with great interest your article “ Lubrication 
en el ” (February 8), as from personal test I have found 
that certain oils reduce sludging far more than others, usually, 
I am certain, owing to additives. However, I firmly believe 
that in popular modern engines bore wear could be greatly 
reduced if the water jacket round the cylinder walls was con- 
sistent in capacity and the whole of the bore was surrounded 
by the coolant. I am actually thinking of W. O. Bentley's 
1 where exceptionally long life has been obtained from 
the bores. It is a iated that these engines were low- 
revving, but, even ieuten for this, the mileage obtained is 
quite out of proportion to that of the modern engine. 
Another factor is the downdraught carburettor, which is liable 
to flood neat petro! straight into the engine, and the choke 
or starting jet is not so easily varied as it is in the S.U. car- 


ttor. 

I realize that provision for these points may be omitted from 
modern engines owing to cost factors, but today the cost of 
repairs is such that another £50 or more on the engine, when 
built, would soon be saved if the bore wear was reduced. |

Points About Additive Oils 


[64035.]}—What an interesting article was that on lubrication 
developments (February 8). Not only was the matter most in- 
formative, but also the illustrations gave added t to the 
letterpress. We certainly need enlightenment on f anny modern 
developments, for I had a conversation with the plant manager 
of one of our largest civil engineering contractors who had not 
only an aversion to adding colloidal graphite to his lubricants 
“There is enough carbon in my sumps already”), but who 
also thought that if he used detergent oils he would have to fit 
over-size filters to collect all the sludge that the detergent would 
fetch down! 

“What,” he said, “ have all that black stuff circulating between 
journals and bearings? Not me.” This was after I had ex- 
plained that the matter in suspension would even pass the 
filters. 

It seemed that he preferred the condensing effect of cool 
valve covers and suchlike to collect the sludge, then to scra 
these clean when the engines were down for overhaul. Ot 
a word, of course, about the immediate contamination of fresh 
oil by contact with areas of black slime in the hidden galleries 
and ledges the sump and cylinder block. 

Looking at the picturcs of the oil filters at the head of your 
article one might well ask, “But why fit a filter at all?” and 
if detergent oils are employed the main filter will be useful 
only for holding back mechanically pieces too large two be 
held in s sion by the oil, and the finer particles will do 
no harm >= surfaces, for each particle will be surrounded 
by its tiny globular envelope of oil, the essence of colloids in 
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suspension. But ought it not to be stressed that fairly frequent 
changes of oil will pay dividends if detergent oils are used in 
old engines, or until perfect scavenging of blow-by water vapour 
is effected from engine sumps? 

Incidentally, I see that one manufacturer of a high-grade car 
prefers to run-in or motor-in his new engines on plain non- 
detergent oil in order to form the perfect surface on rubbing 
parts. His experience seems to show that with a new engine 
the detergent cleans the rubbing surfaces too keenly, and re- 
moves in suspension the particles which form the surfaces of 
the perfectly formed plain bearing. After the breaking-in pro- 
cess he favours detergent oils for normal use. And on top ring 
lubrication—dare I mention the use of u.c.l., with, of course, 
a colloidal graphite content? Eric Epwarps,

ECONOMY RUN 
Comments from the Winning Driver 


[64041.}—I have just read the article “Economy Competitions ” 
by Gordon Wilkins in the October 5, 1951, issue. It is an excel- 
lent article, full of information, but as driver of the Lincoln 
mentioned, I would like to give you the facts on some of the 
details about which his information was not correct. If you 
will publish these it will be appreciated, since an important 
stock car event is involved, the Mobilgas Economy Run. 

The sweepstakes-winning Lincoln was chosen at random in 
the following manner: The A.A.A. officials appeared at the 
assembly plant without advance notice and selected a car from 
many that were still on the assembly line or had just been 
manufactured. The car chosen was even of a different colour 
from that requested by the dealer sponsoring the entry, to ensure 
that it would be a random car. The entrant was given the right 
to specify the type of transthission and ar ratio as long as it 
was optional from the manufacturer. If the car chosen had 
been equipped with automatic transmission, the entrant would 
have been obliged to change transmissions. 

The car was equipped with the standard overdrive which has 
been available on Lincolns since the 1949 models. These do 
not free-wheel in overdrive gear, and an observer rode beside 
the driver to see that no coasting or “trick” driving was done. 
The 3.31 gear used was optional at the factory throughout 1951. 
The carburettor jets on the Lincoln and all ro + cars in the run 
were those specified by the factories for 5,000ft altitudes. This 
was normal, since the run included altitudes up to 7,800ft. In- 
cidentally, the Grand Canyon is in the state of Arizona, not 
Colorado. 

One other point on which the average reader might become 
confused. The article states as follows: “The driver seeking 
maximum economy is faced with this paradox: rolling resistance 
and air resistance are less when the car is being driven slowly, 
but the engine is operating most efficiently when it is delivering 
full power.” This would be true if it were not for the fact that, 
at full power, the carburettor automatically enriches the fuel-air 
mixture for maximum power rather than maximum economy. 
Therefore, the engine is operating most aS the point 
just below that where the power jets open. VILAND.

SUPPRESSORS 
Views of a High Frequency Amateur 


[64044.|—As yet another of your overseas subscribers I must 
apologize for a month’s delay in Geodon a contribution for your 
Correspondence columns, which I find a most attractive feature. 

I have been following, ‘with interest, the letters on suppressors, 
and the latest on this subject which has reached me [63888] 
prompts me to add my contribution to the discussion. Apart 
from being an enthusiastic motorist and an engineer I am also 
a ‘radio a, and my experiences with car radio installations 
may be of general interest. 

I have always believed in fitting radio to a car with as little 
alteration to the car’s électrical as possible, ic. with as 
few suppressors as possible. So far, coil ignition is con- 
cerned, I have invariably managed to “get away” with only two 
suppressors. One I have always fitted in the h.t. lead from the 
coil to the distributor—a standard dnd easily fitted resistor, 
costing 1s 6d—the other I have not always found necessary and 
is a condenser to suppress the “hash” caused by the inevitable 
slight sparking at the generator brushes. For this latter purpose 
I have usually used a standard ignition condenser, and have 
found it most useful for its proper as a spare when miles 
from anywhere—in the middle of t ies, in point of fact! 
This condenser, of course, is connected between the generator 
output terminal and the generator frame. 

I have also made radio installations on cars fitted with mag- 
netos, and have found that the generator suppressor degcribed, 
plus a standard sup) _— per plug lead, is usually adequate. 

One thing, though, I have found most important, and that is 
to keep the screened lead going to the aerial out of the engine 
compartment—the engine bulkhead then forms a most effective 
screen between sources of electrical noise and the aerial. Further, 
the power supply lead to the radio set must be screened and 
earthed properly at the engine end. ‘

CCORDING to _ the latest 
A rumours in what are commonly 
called well-informed circles, 
there is a grave danger that when the 
new Budget proposals are made 
known it will be found that purchase 
tax will once more be payable on 
racing cars, and much hard work will 
have been brought to nought. At pre- 
sent, the somewhat complicated ar- 
rangement is more or less this: when 
anybody buys a racing car, formula 1, 
2 or 3 as the case may be, he has to 
pay purchase tax on it to the manu- 
facturer, as on any other car; but the 
manufacturer then applies for a re- 
mission of this tax, and when he re- 
ceives it he repays it to the purchaser, 
who, in effect, therefore, obtains his 
car tax-free. Only a Government 
department could think up such en 
apparently impossible method of 
achieving a simple result, but there is 
presumably some reason for it; the 
important thing is that now there is 
some danger of this tax remission 
being abolished. 
», % & 
‘THIS would be a severe blow to 
those enthusiastic manufacturers 
who have struggled so manfully against 
every possible handicap in the way of 
shortages of materials and manpower, 
and licences and restrictions, to main- 
tain the prestige of this country in 
international competition. I cannot 
believe that the amount of money 
saved would be more than a mere drop 
in the ocean of taxation, as the total 
output of racing cars made in this 
country in the course of a year must 
be far less than the weekly production 
figures of any one of our larger car 
manufacturers; and it would therefore 
appear that parsimony, not intelligent 
thrift, is the activating spirit. 

Should there be any foundation in 
fact for this rumour, I do therefore 
implore those in authority to recon- 
sider this most ill-conceived proposal; 
at a time like the present, when there
